Soviet Defense Minister Grechko Dies

MOSCOW, April 26.—Marshal 
Andrei A. “iwechko, 72. Soviet 
Defense Minister and Politburo 
“member, died here today. He 
apparently suffered a heart at- 
tack. 

He presided over a military era 
in which Soviet power rose to 
equal that of the United States 
in strategic nuclear weapons and 
which approaches U.S. naval 
power. 

He also led the suppression of 
the East German uprising in 1953 
when he commanded Soviet 
troops in that country and the 
Soviet-led imvasion of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1968, which crushed 
political liberalism there. The 
historic museum in central 
Prague. its century-old patina 
pockmarked by the scars of Soviet 
machine~gun fire, was wryly call- 
ed “Freseo ἃ la Grechko” for the 
Kremlin's minister of defense. 

Bis death should create no 
political difficulties, but it could 
be the cause of the first of a 
series of political leadership 
changes.

Woman in Britain 
Impregnated by 
Test-Tube Fetus 


LONDON. April 56 «UPLI.— 
British research workers used an 
embryo developed in a test tube 
to help a 35-year-old woman be- 
come pregnant last’ year, accord- 
ing to a report in the medical 
magazine Lancet. But the preg- 
naticy occurred in the tube 
connecting an ovary the 
womb, instead of in the womb 
itself. and the fetus died. 

The article was written by Dr. 
Patrice Steptoe of Oldman and 
District General Hospital, and 
Dr. Robert Edwards of the 
Physiology Laboratory at Cam- 
bridge University. who have been 
working on the technique for 
more than 10 years. 

It is the first documented case 
of a test-tube pregnancy in 
Britain. The researchers said 
the new technique offers hope to 
infertile women who have diseas- 
ed oviducts—the tubes that carry 
the egg from the ovaries to the 
womb. 

An ege taken from the woman 
is mixed in the laboratory with 
hes husband's sperm so the egg 
is fertilized. It is allowed to 
develop in a culture medium and 
ig returned to the woman's womb 
in the hope that a normal 
pregnancy will result. . 

In the ca8e on which the 
doctors reported. the fertilized 
egg was reimplanted four days 
after fertilization. “The course 
of early pregnancy appeared to 
be normal.” they said, but 10 
weeks later, persisten bleeding 
in the tube le# to the embryos 
death.

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Two Elections 


On Sunday there were two elections that, 
taken as events, were striking. One was in 
Portugal—the first free parliamentary elec- 
tions there in 50 years. The other was in 
Vietnam, where the vote concemed, in theory 
at least. a National Assembly to create the 
first unified government in 30 years. Both 
polls, therefore, had significance. but they 
were at least as widely separated in moral 
and political meaning as Portugal is geo- 
graphically from Vietnam. 

The Portuguese elections were genuinely 
free. They were preceded by violence and will 
be followed by uncertainty; nelther the issues 
nor the outcome were clear-cut. The govern- 
ment that emerges from them will have to ad- 
just to a variety of parties—the Socialists may 
have won more votes than any other, but 
there was a strong centrist and conservative 
vote that must be taken into account. And the 
Communists, deprived of the left-wing mili- 
tary backing on which they had originally 
relied to impose 8 dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat, must adapt to parliamentary tactics after 
the fashion of their comrades in France and 
Italy.

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Study in U.K. Finds Education 
Best the Old-Fashioned Way 


LONDON. April 26 .UPI)-— 
One of modern education's most 
cherished ideas has suffered 5 
setback, with réeséarch showing 
that children learn more when 
taught the old-fashioned way. 

A team of researchers who 
favored free-form “progressive” 
education tested children in 871 
British schools, comparing those 
taught by traditional methods 
with those taught the progressive 
way. 

They found children in old- 
fashioned schools were ahead 
three to four months in reading 
ability, four to five months in 
Mathematics and three to four 
months in English, 

Even in creative writing and 
mmaginative use of language. 
where progressive schools were 
thought to have 2 clear lead, 
traditional pupils came out best, 
said Dr, Neville Bennett. 3 37~ 
year-old research lecturer in 
education from Lancaster Uni~ 
versity. 

In “Teaching Styles and Pupil 

“ which was published 
today, Dr. Neville said his own 
Jeaning at first was toward pro- 
gressive teaching, He defined this 
as highty informal classes where 
children choose what they want 
to do, talk and move about as 
they wish and form groups freely. 

“Divisions between subjects are 
fluid and teachers disapprove of 
tests and homework.” he wrote. 

Traditional schools, by contrast, 
identify each subject separately. 
Teachers speak to the whole class, 
there is Httle movement or talk 
and there are regular tests. 

Dr. Neville’s five-person team

they tested children at the be- 
SE ee eee ee 


ath every: cass and Grey cate. 
gory, they found, ehildren taught 
the old-fashioned way came out 
best. Even in one “informal” 
school where students did well 


in all subjects, Dr. Neville sand, 
the curriculum was “clearly or- 
ganized and well structured." 

Be concluded that traditionally 
taught students do better because 
they work harder. 

Much time in informal schools 
is taken up with “social inter- 
action” and with getting ready 
to do things, he said. Chikiren in 
formal schools were “seen te be 
at work” four times more often, 
the report said. 

“Creativity and formal gram- 
mar often seem to be incom= 
patible objectives," Dr. Neville 
said, “But from this evidence, 
forma! and ‘mixed" teachers ap- 
pear to be achieving both.”

Fed’s Action Divides Wall Street

NEW YORK, Apri] 25 (NYT!.—The Federal

For the Fed to “assume a somewhat less ac- 
commodative posture” makes sense for several 
reasons, Lanston contended, It continued: “The 
economy is flush with liquidity and the economic 
recovery gains strength each day. It wowd not 
seem appropriate for the Fed to attempt to push 
as in the past to expand the monetary aggre- 
gates. Rather, concern emerges that the eco- 
nomic recovery—now entering its second year— 
be held to a noninflationary pace.” 

Lanston said it thought the monetary policy 
move was probably decided by the Open Market 
Committee at its regular monthly meeting last 
Lanston also described the policy 
shift as “quite modest”"—at least initially.

U.S. Trade Deficit Wider in Month 


By Robert Siner 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (INT). 
—The United States recorded αὶ 
foreign trade deficit of $6505 
million in March, the second con- 
secutive month that imports have 
exctéded exports, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 


Imports for the month were | 


$9.6 billion, a rise of 74 per cent 
over February, Exports were also 
up, recording a 1.8-per-cent rise 
to $8.95 billion. 

The department said that in- 
creased imports of coffee, auto- 
mobiles, airplanes and other man- 
ufactured goods, coupled with 
a leveling off in U.S. farm ex- 
ports, accounted for the deficit. 

Whiie a weakening in the 
American trade position following 
the record $11 billion surplus in 
1975 was expected, the drop nm 
March was much sharper than 
forecast and far larger than the 
$140.8-million deficit in February. 

Projected Deficit 

The’ March figure was the 
largest since August 1974 and the 
three-month figure projected for 
the full year would give the 
United States 2 $3.46-billion def- 
Ἰοὺ for all of 1976, 

However, many economists feel 

that this type of deficit is a 
sign of the serength rather than 
the weakening of the American 
economy. 
They reason that imports are 
primarily consumer goods and 
that as the economy continues to 
gain strength consumers will buy 
more and more imported products 
85 Well as more domestic prod- 
ucts. This theoretically should, in 
turn, stimulate the economies of 
America’s trading partners to 
help bring about a general world 
recovery from’ the recession of 
the past two years. 

Unlike most imports which are 
primarily consumer goods, most 
US. exports are sophisticated 
machinery and food, bought 
mainly by JSoreign governments 
and not subject to the pressures 
that affect consumer goods.’ It 
was for this reason thai during 
the recession the U.S, trade posi- 
tion was so strong, 

Economists were particularly 
encouraged by the 1.8-per-cent 
increase in exports, the largest 
gain in four months,

Fears of Fed Money Action 
Hold Back N.Y. Stock Prices 


NEW YORK, April 26 fIHT:. 
—Concern about the possibility 
of tighter money conditions ex- 
erted moderate downward pres- 
sure on the stock market most of 
the session today. Before a late 
rally turned prices mostly high- 
er on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

The late strength coincided 
with «a pickup in demand for 
selected blue chips, particularly 
among the airlines, 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age climbed 2.05 to 1,002.76. It was 
off 1.91 at 3 o'clock.

U.S. Productivity 
Increases by 4.6% 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP), 
—Productivity in the American 
economy picked up sharply dur- 
ing the first three months of 
this year after slowing in the 
final quarter of 1915, the Labor 
Department said today. 

Productivity, or output per hour 
of work, rose 4.6 per cent in the 
dJanuary-to-March period, com- 
pared with a rise of only 0.6 per 
cent in the previous quarter. The 
increase ‘reflected a ‘'7.9-per-cent, 
rise in output and a 3.2-per-cent 
increase in hours worked. 

In manufacturing, productivity 
increased 1.4 per cent as output 
rose 10.2 per cent and hours 8.7 
per cent.
